do peedy doth our time paſſe away. Future things 
are alwaies beginning, preſent things alwaies en- 
ding, and things paſt are dead and gone; while wee 
liue we die, and then we leaue dying, when we leaue 
liuing: Better it is therefote to die to life, then to liue 
to death, becauſe our mortall life is nothing but a 
liuing death, and life continually flyeth from vs and 
cannot be with-held, and death hourely commeth 
vpon vs and cannot be with-ſtood: No armour re- 
ſiſteth, no threatning preuaileth, nor no entreaty 
profiteth, againſt deaths aſſault.
